13 BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

15 Section 1. Section 7-11-1003, MCA, is amended to read:
16 "7-11-1003. Authorization to create special districts. (1) Whenever the public convenience and
17 necessity may require:
18 (a) the governing body may:
19 ; il district | ion:
20 {i— order a referendum on the creation of a special district to serve the inhabitants of the special
21 district as provided in 7-11-1011; or
22 (b) petitioners may initiate the creation of a special district to serve inhabitants of the special district
23  as provided in subsection (2).
24 (2) (a)—H Upon receipt of a petition to institute the creation of a special district that is signed by at
25 least 25% of the registered voters or by the owners of at least 25% of the real property within the boundary of
26  the proposed special district and that is submitted to the clerk of the governing body, the governing body shall
27 order a referendum on the creation of the special district pursuant to 7-11-1011.

5 (b) If a proposed special district would be financed by a mill levy, a petition to institute the creation of
6  the special district must be signed by at least 40% of the registered voters or at least 40% of the property
7  taxpayers within the boundary of the proposed district.
8 (c) The form of the petition may be prescribed by the governing body, and the clerk of the governing
9 body shall verify the signatures on the petition.
10 (d) Subject to subsection (2)(c), the petition must:
11 (i) require the printed name of each signatory;
12 (i) specify whether the signatory is a property taxpayer or owner of real property within the proposed
13 special district and either the street address or the legal description, whichever the signatory prefers, of that
14 property;
15 (iii) describe the type of special district being proposed and the general character of any proposed
16  improvements and program to be administered within the special district;
17 (iv) designate the method of financing any proposed improvements or maintenance program within the
18 special district;
19 (v) include a description of the areas to be included in the proposed special district; and
20 (vi) specify whether the proposed special district would be administered by the local governing body or
21  an appointed or elected board.
22 (3) Within 60 days of receipt of a petition to create a special district, the clerk of the governing body
23  shall:
24 (a) certify that the petition is sufficient under the provisions of subsection (2) and present it to the
25 governing body at its next meeting; or
26 (b) reject the petition if it is insufficient under the provisions of subsection (2).
27 (4) A defect in the contents of the petition or in its title, form of notice, or signatures may not invalidate
28  the petition and subsequent proceedings as long as the petition has a sufficient number of qualified signatures

4 "7-11-1004. Applicability of part -- grandfathered special districts. (1) A special district in
5 existence on July 1, 2009, continues in existence and remains subject to the provisions of the statutes under
6  which it was created or established, as those statutes existed on June 30, 2009.
7 (2) A special district in existence on [the effective date of this act] continues in existence and remains
8  subject to the provisions of the statutes under which it was created or established, as those statutes existed on
9 the day prior to [the effective date of this act]."

11 Section 3. Section 7-11-1007, MCA, is amended to read:
12 "7-11-1007. Public hearing -- resolution of intention to create special district. (1) The governing
13 body shall hold at least one public hearing concerning the creation of a proposed special district prior to the
14  passage of a resolution of intention to create the special district by referendum. A resolution of intention to
15 create a special district may be based upon a decision of the governing body to order a referendum as provided
16 in 7-11-1003(1)(a) or upon a petition that contains the required number of signatures as provided in 7-11-
17 1003(1)(b). The governing body may not create or extend the duration of a special district without referring the
18 question to the people by a referendum on the creation of the special district pursuant to 7-11-1011.

20 must state:
21 (&) the type-and maximum rate or amount of the initial proposed assessments or fees that would be
22 imposed, consistent with the requirements of 7-31-10072}e}and 7-11-1024;

10 "7-11-1023. Alteration of special districts. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the governing

11 body may change the boundaries of any special district byreselution.

12 (2) The boundaries may be altered by petition after complying with the requirements for petitions as
13 provided in 7-11-1003.

14 (3) Alteration of special district boundaries is also subject to procedures for public notice, protest,
15  referendum, certification, reporting, and establishment of assessment as provided in 7-11-1006 through 7-11-

16 1008, 7-11-1011 through 7-11-1015, and 7-11-1024.

25 Section 7. Section 7-11-1029, MCA, is amended to read:

26 "7-11-1029. Dissolution of special district. (1) A special district may be dissolved if it is considered

27  to be in the best interest of a local government or the inhabitants of the local government or if the purpose for

28 creating the special district has been fulfilled and the special district is not needed inperpetuity. A special
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1  district is automatically dissolved after 10 years unless extended by referendum in accordance with 7-11-1011
2  before dissolution.

3 (2) The governing body may pass a resolution of intention to dissolve a special district upon its own
4 request or upon request of the separate board administering the special district.
5 (3) After the passage of the resolution provided for in subsection (2), the clerk of the local government
6  that established the special district shall publish a notice, as provided in 7-1-2121 or 7-1-4127, of the intention
7  to dissolve the district.
8 (4) (a) The notice must specify the boundaries of the special district to be dissolved, the date of the
9 passage of the resolution of intention to dissolve, the date set for the passage of the resolution of dissolution,
10 and that the resolution will be passed unless the clerk of the local government receives written protest in
11 advance from the owners of property in the district who are assessed for:
12 (i) 50% or more of the cost of the program or improvements; or
13 (i) more than 10% but less than 50% of the cost of the program or improvements.
14 (b) If the governing body receives the protest as provided in subsection (4)(a)(i), further dissolution
15 proceedings may not be taken by the governing body for at least 12 months.
16 (c) Ifthe governing body receives the protest as provided in subsection (4)(a)(ii), the governing body
17  shall order a referendum on the dissolution in accordance with 7-11-1011.
18 (d) In determining whether or not sufficient protests have been filed, property owned by a
19 governmental entity must be considered the same as any other property in the district.
20 (e) The decision of the governing body is final and conclusive.
21 (5) If the special district is dissolved, the clerk of the local government shall immediately send written
22 notice to:
23 (a) the secretary of state; and
24 (b) the department of revenue, providing the same information required in 7-11-1014 when a district is
25 created. The department of revenue and the state library shall respond to the dissolution in the same manner
26 as they respond to the creation of a district, as described in 7-11-1014.
27 (6) The dissolution of a special district may not relieve the property owners from the assessment and
28 payment of a sufficient amount to liquidate all charges existing against the special district prior to the date of
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1  dissolution.
2 (7) Any assets remaining after all debts and obligations of the special district have been paid,
3 discharged, or irrevocably settled must be:
4 (a) deposited in the general fund of the local government;
5 (b) in the case of multiple local governments, divided in accordance with their interlocal agreement
6 and deposited in the general fund of each local government; or
7 (c) transferred to a new special district that has been created to provide substantially the same
8  service as provided by the dissolved special district.
9 (8) If the remaining assets are derived from private grants or gifts that restrict the use of those funds,
10  the funds must be returned to the grantor or donor."

12 Section 8. Section 15-10-425, MCA, is amended to read:
13 "15-10-425. Mill levy election. (1) A county, consolidated government, incorporated city,
14 incorporated town, school district, or other taxing entity may impose a new mill levy, increase a mill levy that is
15 required to be submitted to the electors, or exceed the mill levy limit provided for in 15-10-420 by conducting an
16 election as provided in this section.
17 (2) An election pursuant to this section must be held in accordance with Title 13, chapter 1, part 4 or
18 5, or Title 20 for school elections, whichever is appropriate to the taxing entity. The governing body shall pass a
19 resolution, shall amend its self-governing charter, or must receive a petition indicating an intent to impose a
20 new levy, increase a mill levy, or exceed the current statutory mill levy provided for in 15-10-420 on the
21  approval of a majority of the qualified electors voting in the election. The resolution, charter amendment, or
22 petition must include:
23 (a) the specific purpose for which the additional money will be used;
24 (b) either:
25 (i) the specific amount of money to be raised and the approximate number of mills to be imposed; or
26 (i) the specific number of mills to be imposed and the approximate amount of money to be raised; and
27 (c) whetherthelewyis-permanentorsubject to subsection (6), the durational limit on the levy.
28 (3) Notice of the election must be prepared by the governing body and given as provided in 13-1-108.
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1  The form of the ballot must reflect the content of the resolution or charter amendment and must include a
2  statement of the impact of the election on a home valued at $186;600 $200,000 and a home valued at
3 $200,000 $400,000 in the district in terms of actual dollars in additional property taxes that would be imposed
4  on residences with those values if the mill levy were to pass. The ballot may also include a statement of the
5 impact of the election on homes of any other value in the district, if appropriate.
6 (4) If the majority voting on the question are in favor of the additional levy, the governing body is
7 authorized to impose the levy in either the amount or the number of mills specified in the resolution or charter
8 amendment.
9 (5) A governing body, as defined in 7-6-4002, may reduce an approved levy in any fiscal year without
10 losing the authority to impose in a subsequent fiscal year up to the maximum amount or number of mills
11 approved in the election. However, nothing in this subsection authorizes a governing body to impose more than
12 the approved levy in any fiscal year or to extend the duration of the approved levy.
13 (6) (a) Except as provided in subsection (6)(b), a voted levy is limited to a duration of 10 years.
14 (b) (i) A voted levy is not subject to a durational limit when revenue from the levy is used to support a
15 library or used as security for the payment of bonds or for the repayment of loans provided for in Title 17,
16  chapter 5, part 16.
17 (i) Levies provided for in 20-9-353, 20-9-502, and 20-9-533 are not subject to the limit specified in
18  subsection (6)(a)."

20 NEW SECTION. Section 9. Saving clause. [This act] does not affect rights and duties that matured,
21 penalties that were incurred, or proceedings that were begun before [the effective date of this act].

23 NEW SECTION. Section 10. Effective date. [This act] is effective on passage and approval.
